ASTONISHING as it may seem, there are more accounts to- 
** day in the saving banks of the country than ever before in 
its history. 
It is announced that the assets of these banks are 
greater than they were a year ago and that they make a record 
for all time. 
The total is placed at $53,3 18,867 more than in 
1931. 
There were fluctuations, of course, and the last six 
months’ period showed a decrease; but it is interesting to know 
that the number of accounts increased by 72,468, making the 
total number of such accounts 13,432,139— ' ‘the high point for 
all time.”

STARTING THE CAMPAIGN 
The question, uppermost in many minds, When will the presiden­ 
tial campaign start? 
suggests another question, When DOES a presi­ 
dential campaign start? 
W ith the throwing of the first hat into the ring? When the presi­ 
dent chooses to run? 
When the conventions adopt their platforms and 
select their tickets? W ith the official notification of the nominees? 
Or 
is the starting gun the first campaign speech in the fall? 
Some contend th a t the campaign of 1932 started a year or more 
ago. 
Others hold th at it began with Governor Roosevelt’s acceptance 
speech on the closing day of the Democratic convention. For President 
Hoover and his managers it will officially open on August 11, when the 
president will be formally notified of his nomination. 
Wouldn’t it be accurate to view what has already happened of a 
campaign nature as the campaign overture and date the campaign proper 
from the first stumping tour? The voters haven’t warmed up to it yet 
and until popular excitement has been aroused a campaign does not 
justify the name. 
The “They’re off!” 
the party managers and candidates are cup­ 
ping their ears for, is from the throats of the voters, and it is music to 
their ears when it is spontaneous and simultaneous with the launching 
of their favorites. 


THE OUTLOOK BRIGHTENS 
After taking counsel wholly of their fears for two years the peo­ 
ple of the United States suddenly have been restored to a state of hope­ 
fulness. Rarely has there been so much random talk of so disquieting a 
nature as in these last months, but from this abyss of melancholy and de­ 
pression the public is being lifted in more rapid stages than it sank into it. 
This salutary change of sentim ent is more warranted than the old 
hopelessness. 
The fears th at have harassed the minds of the people 
since “Black October” have been found groundless. The country has not 
gone off the gold standard, national bankruptcy has not come to pass, 
the capitalistic system has not collapsed, the world revolution did not 
break, this industrial nation has not reverted to the handcraft stage. 
This change in sentiment is largely responsible for the prolonged 
improvement of the stock market and for the continuous and prolonged 
recovery in prices for investment bonds. 
And they in turn, along with 
better commodity prices and an upturn in industry, have bolstered that 
change in sentiment. 
However, too much faith should not be placed in the stock m arket 
as the sign of the dawning of a new day. The unexpected new strength 
does not necessarily mean an immediate trade revival, but if the market 
continues strong trade must necessarily benefit. 
Optimism is and should be the order of the day.

England the new steam carriages could travel 20 miles an hour. 
His

withstand such speed. 
Writers of fiction 20 years ago described young daredevils travel­ 
ing at the breath-taking and reckless speed of 15 miles in powerful, rac­ 
ing automobiles. 
Today persons never in the air think of a hundred miles an hour 
by airplane as somewhat slow. Sixty miles an hour recently a race track 
speed, is now within the powers of the cheapest and smallest automobile 
and is the cruising speed of many motorists. 
This history of speed does not, however, carry the argument of 
some that a speed of as much as 100 miles an hour on main highways 
is entirely safe. The best of roads and motors are not enough to neu­ 
tralize the increased danger due to human fallibility and inexperience. 
Perhaps the 1932 cars can travel at 70 or 80 with greater safety than 
1912 models making 30 on the roads of that period, but the dangers are 
still there. 
Railroad trains, can travel faster than they do running on sched­ 
ule time. 
They do not use their maximum speed because they have 
found a limit commensurate with safety. 
The average motorist deter­ 
mines his maximum speed by the same tule.

The $1,800,000 loan announced last 
night is expected to carry Detroit’s 
relief work through the next two 
months, at expiration of which De­ 
troit plans to ask for an additional 
$9.000.000 loan for the balance of 
this year. 
No Free Hand Policy. 
A few hours before granting the 
Detroit 
loan the Finance 
Corp 
through former Senator Atlee Pom­ 
erene of Cleveland, chairman, proved 
its announced determination against 
handing out the $300,000,000 federal 
fund for direct relief with a free 
hand. 
It flatly turned down the plea of 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot of Pennslyvania 
for an immediate $10,000,000 loan for 
destitution relief in the Keystone 
state. 
The refusal, Pomerene. an­ 
nounced, was because of failure of 
the 
Pennsylvania legislature and 
various political units to do every­ 
thing within their power to take care 
of their own needs. 
It is our belief that, on proper 
showing, we should extend some re­ 
lief to the state of Pennsylvania, 
but it must be borne in mind that 
we have funds entrusted to our board 
which are to be expended, not in 
lieu of state or local relief, but to be 
supplemental thereto, if, when and 
as necessary,” Pomerene said.

AT LEWISBURG 
NEARLY READY 


Expect 
That 
First 
Prisoners 
Will Be In New Institu­ 
tion In Six Weeks

LEWISBURG. 
Pa..

America’s model prison, the 
new 
federal penitentiary here, will swing 
open its gates for the first contin­ 
gent of prisoners within the next 
six weeks. It will accommodate 1200 
inmates. 
Warden H. C. Hill and staff are 
making preparations to begin their 
task of rehabilitating the prisoners 
into “social“ beings, and to return 
them to society as new men. 
The new prison perhaps is 
the 
best equipped of any similar insti­ 
tution in the world to carry on soc­ 
ial reform among the inmates. The 
prison walls enclose 27 acres. Out­ 
side, stretching across Union coun­ 
ty’s green hills, are almost 1000 more 
acres owned by 
the 
government 
which will be farmed by the prison­ 
ers, supplying a large part of the 
institution’s need for vegetables and 
green goods, fruit and dairy pro­ 
ducts. 
A large part of the land is already 
under cultivation and crops are now 
being harvested by hired farmers, 
assisted by several of the 31 guards 
who arrived at Lcwisburg last week. 
A seven-foot wire fence enclose the 
“farm ”. Guards will supervise the 
work within. 
An adequate staff of teachers will 
be included in the prison personnel. 
They will hold 
regular 
sessions, 
teaching according to the previous 
schooling of the prisoners. During 
the first year, most of the inmates’ 
time will be spent on the grading 
of the grounds and the building of 
roads. 
Afterwards they will concentrate 
on an industrial program which Is 
being worked out by prison author­ 
ities. 
It is possible that a quota of pris­ 
oners will be removed here from the 
federal penitentiary at Atlanta. 
An appropriation of $3,000.000 was 
made for 
the 
construction 
and 
equipment of the prison. Already 
$400,000 of that figure has been re­ 
turned to the U. S. Treasury and it 
is hoped to make additional savings. 
Decreased building costs and wise 
supervision in the construction made 
the saving possible, officials said.

Arbitration On 
Firemen’s Fund 


Council Agrees To Abide By 
Decision Of Arbitration 
Board 


ASKS STATE TO 
PAY MONEY DUE 


Council met today in formal ses­ 
sion at the city building and adopt­ 
ed a resolution which requested the 
state to pay to the city monies al­ 
leged due New Castle for the past 
two years from the two percent tax 
on foreign fire insurance. 
After this 
measure 
had 
been 
adopted council authorized the Paid 
Firem en’s association and the Vol­ 
unteer Firem en’s Relief association 
to select a board of arbitration to 
decide the problem as to which body 
the monies belong. 
Council indicated 
they 
would 
abide by the decision of ¿ h e board 
of arbiters which would be organ­ 
ized as follows: Paid 
firemen 
to 
select three members, Volunteers to 
pick another three members and 
the six 
members 
to 
name 
the 
seventh member. 
t 
Council did not state how much 
money is due from the state and 
their action followed the warning 
of Attorney Charles Matthews, Jr., 
counsel for the Paid Firem en’s as­ 
sociation th a t a bill has been pro­ 
posed at Harrisburg which would 
take the money due here. 
The measure, according to M at­ 
thews proposed th at the money be 
placed in the general revenue fund 
and th at it then would be 
distri­ 
buted to the various subdivisions of 
the state. “If this bill 
passes 
the 
money is lost to New Castle” M at­ 
thew asserted. 
He advised the city to 
make 
a 
formal demand upon the state for 
the money. His advice was accepted. 
Mayor Mayne suggested th at the 
arbitration board decide the ques­ 
tion as to whom the 
city 
should 
give the money. 
The mayor intim ated th a t busi­ 
nessmen could be fairer than mem­ 
bers of council as council, he 
al­ 
leged, “is more or less a political 
body, whether or not it is adm it­ 
ted.” He suggested th at six mem­ 
bers be named and the six select 
a seventh. 
Council authorized each associa­ 
tion to name three, excluding city 
officials, and the seventh shall be 
named by the six members. Solons 


indicated the board s decision would 
be acceptable to members of coun­ 
cil. 
Attorney M atthews said he would 
place the proposal before his clients 
and th at counsel for the Volunteers 
also would be advised as to coun­ 
cil’s desire and then it would be up 
to the two bodies to declare whether 
or not they favored arbitration. 
M atthews said counsel for the 
Volunteers and he interpreted the 
law regarding the body deserving of 
the money differently. 
He said th at the Paid Firemen 
had received a charter and could 
pay pensions and death 
benefits 
with the money if awarded them. 
M atthews declared the Volunteers 
could not receive the money and pay 
a death benefit or put a volunteer 
on pnsion. 
Under the Paid Firem en’s assoc­ 
iation plan the pension fund would 
come from the two percent foreign 
fire insurance tax and not one cent 
would come from taxation 
here, 
Matthew s declared.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 5—Com­ 
plaints from various parts of the 
state that trucks and other commer­ 
cial vehicles 
in 
many 
instances 
travel eo clovse together as to con­ 
stitute a menace to traffic led the 
Pennsylvania Motor Federation, state 
unit of the A. A. A., to call atten­ 
tion today to the law that requires 
commercial vehicles traveling in the 
лате direction to remain 500 feet 
apart, except for passing. Motorists 
observing violations of this regula­ 
tion were urged by the federation to 
report them to the highway patrol, 
the local authorities or to any motor 
club. 
"By a drastic change in the regu­ 
lations governing the movement of 
com m ercial vehicles on 
highways 
outside of business and residence 
districts, the 1931 legislature sought 
to elim inate trio danger of trucks 
and other big vehicles traveling so 
close together as to m ake overtaking 
and passing difficult and dangerous 
for faster-m oving cars,” S. Edward 


Gable, president of the federation, 
explained. “Section 1010 of the ve­ 
hicle code previously fixed 100 feet 
as the distance, but this was extend­ 
ed to 500 feet at the 1931 session of 
the legislature.” He quoted this sec­ 
tion as follows: 
The operator of a motor ve­ 
hicle shall not follow another 
vehicle more closely than is rea­ 
sonable and prudent, having due 
regard to the speed of such ve­ 
hicle and the traffic upon and 
condition of the highway. 
The operator of any motor bus, 
motor omnibus, commercial mo­ 
tor 
vehicle, 
truck 
tractor 
or 
tractor, when traveling upon a 
highway outside of a business or 
residential district, shall not fol­ 
low another such vehicle within 
500 feet, but this shall not be 
construed to prevent one such 
vehicle overtaking and passing 
another such vehicle. 
The penalty is fixed at $10 fine 
and costs of prosecution, and five 
days’ imprisonment in default of 
payment.

There will also be an opportunity to 
see the equipm ent used and hear dis­ 
cussions on the m anagem ent m eth ­ 
ods followed on this farm.

Each 
member planted one pound each of 
the following varieties: Early Gold­ 
en Market, Whipple’s Yellow, and 
Extra Early Bantam. 


POTATO BLIGHT MAKES ITS 
APPEARANCE 
Late blight of potatoes has made 
its appearance in a number of west­ 
ern Pennsylvania counties, particu­ 
larly Payette, Somerset and Cam­ 
bria. 
The disease Is very apt to 
reach an epidemic stage in view' of 
recent rains and cloudy weather. 
The late blight Is the most destruc­ 
tive disease affecting Pennsylvania 
potato crops. It is only a few years 
ago that not only fields in Lawrence 
county but others throughout the 
state were permanently injured both 
by yield and quality of potatoes. It 
is" due particularly to this disease 
that Lawrence county potato grow­ 
ers have in recent years equipped 
themselves with modern sprayers to 
prevent the loss which such a dis­ 
ease may cause. Growers who have 
the equipment should continue to 
make thorough applications of bor- 
deaux spray at weekly intervals. The 
mixture of eight pounds of blues tone 
(copper sulphate) and eight pounds 
of a good grade of lime per 100 gal­ 
lons is a standard spray for the con­ 
trol of the disease. 
Late blight rot which follows in­ 
juries of this disease is of interest 
and importance to both the grower 
and consumer. Th? good name which 
Lawrence county potatoes have es­ 
tablished on the market is at stake 
unless the disease is controlled and 
the rot prevented. 


HONEY 
LEFT 
IN

MEANS LOWER QUALITY 
Good beekeepers find it necessary J 
to rem ove section honey as soon as 
the sections are well filled and seal­ 
ed in order to get high quality comb 
honey. 
As long as the comb honey re­ 
mains in the hive the bees continue 


to add propolis to the wood and 
wax. This spoils the appearance of 
the sections and lowers the grade. 
To remove the honey a bee escape 
board should be placed under the 
super in the evening. The bees will 
go down through the bee escape dur­ 
ing the night, but will be unable to 
return. 
The super should be re ­ 
moved early the next m orning when 
it will be nearly free of bees. 


inches of strawy manure, straw, 
grass, or mulching paper will be 
beneficial to these crops. 
Partially 
decayed chaffy manure is a good 
mulch as it will add nitrogen to the 
soil and stimulate leaf growth. 
It 
is especially desirable for celery. 
Gardeners should not use papers 
containing tar or other poisonous 
material as it will injure the plants.

Tax Measure Is 
Being Drafted 


Rep, W a d e , Cumberland 
County, Switches From 
Opposition To Tax 
Bill Stand 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 5.—Switch­ 
ing his stand from strong opposition 
to tax measures of any kind, Rep. 
George 
Wade, 
Cumberland, 
an­ 
nounced Thursday that the legisla­ 
tive bloc of which he is co-leader 
will introduce a new occupation tax 
measure on Monday night. Rep. E. 
P. Brown, Susquehanna, Wade said, 
is assisting in drafting the bill. 
The main purpose of the new oc­ 
cupation tax measure is to keep the 
tax levying authority as well as the 
distribution of funds in the hands 
of county, rather than in the hands 
of state authorities. 
One of the main purposes of the 
bill will be to shift to the shoulders 
of the more populous counties the 
burden of their own unemployment 
relief rather than to depend upon 
the state treasury. 
Sponsors of the bill claim it has 
many advantages over the Memolo 
measure which will come up for 
final consideration in the house on 
Monday night. 
The Memolo bill 
levies an occupation tax, the pro­ 
ceeds of which would go into the 
state treasury while fixing of rates 
and 
responsibility 
for 
collection 
would be lodged in the state depart­ 
ment of revenue. 
The minimum occupation tax un­ 
der the Memolo bill is fixed at $1.00. 
Fearful of being taxed even $1.00 to 
support the jobless in the big cities, 
the farmers have registered their 


objections with members of the 
legislature from rural counties. 
The new bill would permit county 
commissioners to exempt farmers 
and other groups which are or­ 
ganized, such as trade unions, and 
place the burden on minorities in 
each county, whose votes at the 
polls would not be feared.

That 
independent grocers were 
eager for the Nation-Wide Stores 
plan is evinced in the rapidity with 
which the idea has been received in 
all sections of the country.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5—Evidence 
that one of the three R s of Ameri­ 
can public school education Ls going 
to give away to a T in the future 
has been adduced by two 
college 
professors, Dr. Ben B. Woods, 
of 
Columbia University, and Dr. Frank 
N. Freeman of the University ol 
Chicago. 
The T will stand for typewriting, 
they suspect. 
In a report which they have pre­ 
pared on “An Experimental Study ol 
the Typewriter in the Elementary 
School Classroom,” they quote sup­ 
erintendents and teachers of schools 
from New York to New Mexico as 
enthusiastically sponsoring the use 
of typewriters by small children in 
specially equipped classrooms sep­ 
arate from regular classrooms. 
Banishment 
of slate 
and lead 
pencils for machinery resulted in 
Improvement of both spelling and 
handwriting, the teachers reported. 
Over 400 teachers with a total ol 
14,949 pupils studied the use 
of 
typewriters over a period of 
two 
years before Drs. Wood and Free­ 
man drew up their report. 
“No loss of quality or speed in 
handwriting was found after pro­ 
longed use of typewriters,” the in­ 
vestigators reported. “On the con­ 
trary, a gain in amount is report­ 
ed. attributed to the stimulus pro­ 
vided the child by having a ma­ 
chine to use. When the child found 
a dassrcxJm 
machine 
in use, 
his 
more highly developed powers of 
expression carried over to pen or 
pencil. 
“The clearness and correctness of 
the letter and figure, it wTas found, 
helped the children to spell, to read 
and to add. Especially in arithme­ 
tic was it discovered that the type­ 
writer, its visual clarity and order­ 
liness of form, provided a distinct 
aid. 
“Teachers 
reported 
that 
some 
children would write columns 
of 
figures all day long, if permitted. 
The child in learning to write, fre­ 
quently reserves a figure or letter. 
The typewriter, by supplying auto­ 
matically the correct version, im­ 
presses it upon his memory, so that 
early errors and loss of time were 
lessened, and he could more quickly 
lea-n to write by hand the correct 
symbol.”
